For the services required for this solicitation, there

were no subcontracting opportunities; therefore, no subcontracting goals were established).

Funding in the amount of $66,667 is available in the Fiscal Year
2017-2018 Operating Budget of Austin Water. Funding for the
remaining contract term is contingent upon available funding in
future budgets.

MDD1000 for these services. The solicitation issued on May 21, 2018
and it closed on June 14, 2018. The recommended contractor
submitted the only responsive offer.

Additional Backup Information:

The contract will provide Austin Water with sewage pumping, hauling, and lift station cleaning services
along with disposal of all material removed. The services provided will be in accordance with Texas
Commission on Environmental Quality, Environmental Protection Agency and Texas Department of
Transportation regulations. The sewage and sludge is removed from City sewers, wastewater lines, and
Austin Water wastewater treatment plants, and then hauled to the Walnut Creek Wastewater
Treatment Plant where it is treated, filtered, and tested before being discharged into the Colorado River.

The previous contract exhausted all funds and expired August 9, 2018. The requested authorization
amount was determined using departmental estimates based on historical spend, vendor pricing, and

forecasted usage.
